vaticus supplied with the means for their
leading a pastoral life. Almost in this present
age the Iudian has made an approach to this
state by domesticating one animal, which is
the Lorse, in the mauvagement of which he
shows judgment and skill, and now, with this
bagis, no interval remaing io an advancement
to the care of cattle, That this is the natural
order of progress has been demonstrated b
the Creeks and Chercokees in the Indian terri-
tory west of Arkansas, where, without spe-
cial aeeistance from the Government to this
end, they voluntarily and naturally entered
upon this life. Allot, therefors, districts
within our vast Western domain, sunited for
grazing, with water and timber,where villages
paturally will be established, and here, by
proper management, and of course with iiov-
ernment care, llocks and herds will multiply,
and in a few years these people will basome
splf-supporiing. As to the adjuncts hitherto
deemed Important—that is, schools and mis-
tlonuries—there may be & few, but it will be
convenient not to attempt too mueh, _
There is another branch of this sabjsct of
etill greater fmportance. Jrom unknown ages
the ludisn women, and the women of all savage
people, have cultivated the soil while the men
rosmed abroad. The reason why she has done
this is founded in the depths of her being. In
one senge the woman is primary, for shois the
wotber; npon her, more directly, depend the
sentiments and the intellectnal bias of the rave;
aud in particular do her instinots impel her
to provide food for her offapring; while the
wan is removed to a secondary place, and be-
pornes thie guardian and protector of that
which ghe brings forth. The flesh of animals
csnnot, from day to day, be the most accept-
able loed for a child, while in osse of illneas,
to which it must more or less be subjuot, it
will be losthsome, nor ean spontansons vege-
tabls productions be found exocept duaring
brief periods of the year, and then only
by ohanoe, Hewce the savage woman would
geek by every art which love for her shildren
could suggest to increase in quantity avd
in variety their daily food, and in
particular to make the soil near her lodge
beer ft; and she must have discoverad early
tbat cultivation, rude thongh it was, largsly
added to the harvest. From these impnlsive
labors of hers to make more certain, and more
grateful, the food necessary for her ohildran,
aud, in courestion, to provide them with gar-
wents to shield them from the cold of wintar,
the tiret dawn of civilization must be traced,
While the man olings to the unsertain life of
ke Lbunter, ehe beokous to a gentler aud &
better life, 'These, and analogoas reasons,
show that the heart of woman everywhers,
and always, loads the way to higher vondi-
tions,

onr progress in Christiauity and eivilization
has not produced men who oan be trusted.
We wonld go back still further, and thia i
view of the unfaithfulness and incompetansea
of 80 many politicians, and aay that the drst
thivg to ascertain will be whather a man is
really incompatent; for if we find a competant
man, we find also one who, daring the days
of his apprenticeship, learned, an a parl of
